Destructive Fire-—Loss of Liecs.— At 
9 o'clock last evening, the extensive sia- 
bles fronting on Brattle Square, attached 
to the City Tavern, Bratile street, kept 
by Lucius Doolittle, were discovered tw 
be on fire. The fire was designediy set 
in one of the mangers, near the door i» 
the southerly stable, and the flames spread 
quickly into the hay loft, and. in a few 
moments, thé whole building was in 
flames, oui ning with fearfal rapidity. 
| were some sixty to seventy hor- 
s*s in the stable. They were all got out 
at the iminent risk of the lives of the 
hostlers connected with the stables, and 
several others, who ventured into the sta- 
bles surrounded by Bammer. and cut the 
halters, and drove the horses out. A 
young man named Fiorence Sullivan, o 
printer, was very badiv burnt, his clothes 
having cwwght fire. Mr Pope, the driver 
of the Berlin aod West Boylston stage, 
had his face and hands burnt. Silas 
Libbey, bostler, had his hands burat. 
The fire raged furiously, and throa'en- 
ed the destruction of the Bretile Stree: 
Church and other surrounding property. 
but by the exertions of the department it 
was confined to the stab'es and sheds. 
The roof of the church belfry caught fire, 
and was considerably bornt. It is our 
melancholy duty, in pulhshing an ac: 
count of this fire, to record the loss of 
two lives by the falliog of the angle of 
the front brick wall of the stables on 
Brattle Square. 
Mr Emerson G. Thompson, 3d fore- 
man of Engine Company No. 3 of 
Charlestown, and Mr Wm. Roulstone, of 
No. 7, of the same town, were Cragying 
nlong a hose carriage ; aud when opposite 
the stable, the angle of the wall fell over 
and crushed them underneath killing 
them both instantly. Mr Roulstone we~ 
most shockingly mangled, his head being 
almost severed from his body. Mr 
Thompson was a young, vomarried man. 
a carpenter by trade, and Mr Roulstone 
wos ea sail maker—both belonged to 
Charlestown. it was reported that anoth- 
er young man, named Howard, was 
killed, but we were unable to learp the 
fact. 
The stages, corches and harness were 
all saved. The stables belonged to the 
Fifty oc ales. 
One of the hostlers hid just/aken out 
a horse from the stall in which the fire 
was set, for the purpose of giving the 
animal some water,— Boston Ailux, Aug.

last Monday. and resolved that ten men 
in each ward should volunteer and give 
their names, who were to arm themsel: e« 
and hold themselves ready to unite with 
the city police at a moment's warning 
and that the Mayor should be requested

From the New Orleans Bulletin. of the 
16th, we extract the following article, hav- 
ing atthe present moment very general 
interest: 

‘There is a dispute respecting the wee 
tera boundary lioe of Texas, which may 
be counted as a new element in our calc.e 
lations while speculating on the conse- 
quences of annexation. According to 
ihe Mexican geography it seems that the 
Nueces is the eastern boundary of the 
Department of Tamaulipas, and saparetes 
it from the Siete of Texas. ‘This gengra- 
phical arrrangement, of course, throws 
all the country between the Nueces and 
the Rio Grande in the State of Temauli-. 
pas, and coostitutes it an integral persion 
‘of Mexico. The Texians, on the contra- 
rv, contend, that the Rio Grande is the 
western boundary of the State, and have 
always claimed the whole territory ‘to 
thet limit, Here, then, is another diff- 
culty which will tend greatly to compl» 
cate our relations with Mexico. She will 
be disposed to regerd the march of the 

United States troops across the Nueces as 
aa invasion of Tamaulipas, a State distioct 
from Texas, according to the Mexican 
division. This will be a new cause for 
war, over and above the proyocation a!~ 
ready given by tuking possession of Tex- 
as. That our government is determined 
to maintuin the beundary claimed by 
Texas to its fullest extent, is sufficiently 
demonstrated. Our troops are already 
on the other side of the Nueves, and the 
intention is announced of occupying & 
position on the eastern bank of the Ro 
Grande, under orders, no doubt, to thet 
effect from head quarters. On the line of 
that river, thea, a collision must take 
place, if at all. Afler consenting to au- 
thorize a negotiation with Texas on the 
basis of Independence, as Mexico bes 
done, she would bave so plausible pretex', 
under the law of nations, to declare war 
against us on accovat of annexation.—

ern boundary of Tamaulipas, she will 
consider the presence of an Americea 
army west of that stream es aa invesios 
of her territory, Under thie view of 
things, the march of our troops thay be 
resisted as an encroachmeat on pobera

The Washington Union of Tuesday 
contains a translation of the report 
and resolutions submitted by the Mex- 
ican Minister of Finance to the Cham- 
ber of Deputies, the object of which 
is to empower the Executive to con- 
tract a loan of fifteen millions of dol- 
jars. It comes in the Diario del Go- 
bierno of July 2'st, received at the 
Department of State via Pensacola. 

it must remove all doubt as to the 
intentions of Mexico. The Minister 


says: 

On the 19th of April of the present 
year, I had the honor to present to the 
august Chamber of Deputies a report 
proposing various means which the 
government considered proper to be 
adopted, in order to obtain resources 
for making war on Texas. At that 
time some hope remained that the ef- 
forts of the government to avoid war, 
and its fatal consequences,'might prove 
successful. ‘That hope is now forev- 
er lost; and there are no other alter. 
natives for Mexico than infamy and 
slavery on the one sile, or war, with 
all its disasters and calamities,.on the 
other. Mexico has been provoked to 
this war, and for long series of years 
has borne this provocation; and her 
people would now be unworthy to 
preserve the country which their fath- 
ers conquered by their blood, if they 
should not arm and rise in mass to 
oppose an iniquitous aggression, in 
defence of their nationality , and to se- 
cure respect as an independent peo- 
ple. The time for talking and discus- 
sing the incontestible rights of Mexico 
in the Texas question, is now past;— 
and the period has arrived when we 
must act with rapidity and decision, 
in order to sustain our national cause 
belore the whole world, which is ob- 
serving us, and which will fix its eves 
upon us, to see whether we are worthy 
to be regarded as a nation, or only to 
be conquered as a horde of savages. 
The Governwent has been unable to 
resist the calls of duty, or the urani- 
mous voice of the nation, and is deci- 
ded by necessity to engage in war.— 
The Minister of F has 
already submitted his proposition to 
declare war; and, without doubt, the 
national Congress will decree it, in 
Soman to the wishes of the Repub- 
ic. 

The Minister goes on to say that 
in order to prosecute the war with vig- 
or, a loan, either national or foreign. 
of $15,000,000 wi'l be necessary ;— 
and he intimates his belief that oppres- 
sive measures may be necessary to 
raise this large amount, which means 
that wealthy citizens of Mexico must 


be compelled to lend assistance. He 
pete by submitting the following 
propositions: 


irst. The Government is author- 
ized to contract a loan, either national 
or toreign, which may bring into the 
Treasury a disposable amount of fif- 
teen millions of dollars. 

Second. Foi the extinction of the 
deb: created by this loan, and the pay- 
ment of the interest, the Government 
will hypothecate all the revenues of 
the nation not already hypothecated 
for other payments, 

Third. ‘The Government wil! pre 
seat to Congress an acceunt of every 

which it may contract in virtue 
of this authorization, and a statement! 
of the objects to which the amount of 
such loan is devoted.-

THE MURDERS IN DELAWARE 
COUNTY. 


, Corrcepondence of the Albany Eev. Jour. 
Decut, Suoday Evening. 


Aug. 10, 1845. 

Dean Sia: [ this village last 
evening, and found@decp gloom hanging 
over it. This day the remains of Depu- 
iy Sherif Steele were committed to the 
grave. The funeral service was perfor- 
med by the Presbyterian and Episcopa! 
clergymen of this place, assisted by Rev. 
Mr. Adams, of the Episcopal Church a! 
Unadiila. There was a very large con- 
course of people, so much so that the 
inrgest church would not Legin to hold 
them. The clergymen addressed a mul 
titude from a piazza. The clergyman of 
this village imprcvs<ed on the minds of hi-« 
hearers eterva! vigilance, until the mur- 
derers ase brought to punishment, and 
the majesty of the law satisfied. 

The citizens of the village held a meet- 
ing last evening, and organized a patro 
to guard the village and public build- 
ings. Many persons did not close their 
eyes last night for fear of incendisries. 
There is a horrible stete of things in this 
county. | found today that a posse went 
out last night to arrest six men living in 
Roxbury, the town adjoining Andes, 
where Steele was murdered. who were 
syppossed to have been present at, if not 
implicated in, the murder. The posse 
has just returned, bringiag in three men 
who are confined in jail. An express lef: 
here on Friday afternoon for Albany, to 
confer with, #ad bear despatches to, the 
Governor. The inhabitants say that the 
laws are insufficient. ‘The Grand Juries 
will not fiad bills agsinst the Aati-Ren- 
ters in this county. They further say, 
that if the Governor does not act prompt 
ly, and provide relief, they, the people of 
this county, will take the law ioto their 
own hands. 

Steele had many warm and ardent 
friends, who are determined to avenge the 
taking of his life. | presume there are o 
thousand men waiting anxiously to be let 
into the disaffected towns, if the laws can 
have no effect. Much is said here about 
certain prominent men of this village why 
are said to have throwa firebrands by en 
couraging the Anti-Renters. 

Men are pouring into the village from 
different towns to protect public bui'dings.
